*somethiog is done the purest water 
on earth will be madea breeder of 
disease by the bundreds of thous- 
ands of tous of sawdust now in and 
being poured into this river. The 
Committee from the Nevada Leg- 
islature that recently met the Com- 
mittee from California at Truckee 
and with them visited Reno, did 
more effective work as to solving 
the matter of disposing of the saw- 
dust nuisance than was ever done 
before. This work could be effi- 
ciently followed up by having the 
same committee go to Sacramento, 
while the matter is alive, and urge 
the completion of the work com- 
menced hy effective legislation, 
There is no doubt but the two 
Houses would give the committee 
& most patient hearing, and would 
formulate a law that would meet 
the needs of those who are depend- 
ent on the river for water. The ef- 
fort is worth making, and no better 
work could be done, because is would 
both save and prolong the lives of 
many. The experience of the past 
year affords a lesson that should 
pot go unheeded. While we have 
no desire to dictate what the Legis- 
lature sbould or should not do, we 
would be remiss ina duty we owe 
to, not only Reno, but to the county 
and State, if we did not endeavor 
to urge the neces-ity of aggressive 
actiou in a matter that {s so vital te 
the health aud lives of the people 
among whom our lot is cast.

WASHINGTON, February 16. 

The Senate Committee appointed to 
investigate the election outrages in 
Texas held asession to-day. Lewis 
P. Pennington (colored) was called to 
the witness chair. He is a voter at 
Flewellyn’s precinct, and was one of 
the Judges of election last November. 
He told the story of the assault upon 
the election officers by three armed 
masked men, who demanded and 
took away the ballot-box; the shooting 
of Demees Bolton, one of the raiders, 
and the subsequent hanging of Fred 
Jones, Ephraim Jones andgSned Fel- 
der, three colored men. 

Upon cross-examination Senator 
Eustis read the deposition of the wit- 
ness before the Coroner’s inquest, in 
which he said he did not see any men 
coming in the door disguised and with 
pistols, and he sat where he could see 
both doors. 

“Is that statement correct?’’ asked 
Senator Eustis. 

“Well, no, sir; that isn’t.” 

“Well, in what respect is that iucor- 
rect?’’ 

“Well, there was double-barrelled 
shotguns and pistols round thar (at 
the Coroner’s inquest) till I was jest 
naturally ’fraid to tell the truth.” 

On the redirect examination by Sen- 
ator Spooner, the witness said the col- 
ored people voted the Republican 
ticket, “except when they were scared 
up to vote the People’s ticket.”’ 

Felix Kintow (colored) described the 
raid at Flewellyn’s, bis own fight, 
his arrest with eight other colored 
men the next day and incarceration 
for a month, and the entry into the 
jail of a mob of armed and disguised 
men, who took out Seed Felder and 
the witness’ father-in-law and cousin 
and hanged them. On cross-exam- 
ination, the witness, with consider- 
able hesitation, testified he heard that 
Polk Hill killed Demees_ Bolton. 
William Shaw (colored) testified that 
the ballot box at Garsball polling 
place was seized by armed and dis- 
guised white men. Adjourned. 


All at Sea. 
Cuicaeo, February 17. 
The fact was made evident yester- 
day that it is not to be at all smooth 
sailing with the western railroads in 
getting into line with the Inter-State 
Commerce law. Through rates on 
South-western Association lines have 
always been beld up toa high point, 
and local rates as a whole, kept in 
harmony, so that the south-western 
freight agents readily accommodated 
their tariffs to the new law. Yester- 
day, however, in a general meeting of 
agents of lines running to Kansas 
City, Council Bluffs and S*, Paul, it 
was found that the case was quite dif- 
terent with the two latter.

The German Election. 
STRASBURG, February 17. 

Prince Hohenlohe, Governor of Al- 
sace-Lorraine, issues an election mani- 
festo. He says: I desire to address 
to the people of Aisace-Lorraine a few 
well-meant words of counsel. The 
Government asked for the passage of 
the Septennate Army bill because it is 
persuaded that Germany will be 
threatened with the danger of War as 
soon as that part of the French nation 
which longs for war, regards the mili- 
tary strength of France superior to 
that of Germany. If Alsace-Lorraine 
wishes not to be exposed to the terrors 
of another war, let peaceable, concili- 
atory Deputies be elected to the new 
Reichstag; Deputies who accept the 
peace of 1876. Those who vote to re- 
turn the members, protesting (anti- 
German) party, or the enemies of the 
Government Septennate bil], will be 
responsible fora continuance of dis- 
quiet and the resultant injury to trade 
and commerce. If in some of the 
electorial districts the friends of peace 
find themselves unable, because of a 
pressure from political leaders to put 
forward candidates they would like to 
have elected to the new Reichstag, 
they may deposit blank voting papers 
and in this way expr°ss their views. 


French War Preparations 

BERLIN, February 17. 
The Nachrichten says the threaten- 
ing character of the situation across 
the western frontier is becoming 
much more acute. In view of the 
fact that forts have already been con- 
structed to shelter 100,000 men and 
preparations made to shelter a simi- 
lar number around Belfort, we have 
beyond doubt, to deal with nothing 
less than a strengthening of the French 
line to enable them,at the beginning of 
hostilities, to throw a large force across 
the frontier and thus transfer opera- 
tions to German territory.

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RICH LACE IN ANTWERP. 


The Genuine Article—-a Young 
Lady’s Treasare. 


Lace in quantity is never seen in 
the street in Antwerp, uhless it is 
worn by English or Americans; for 
no Antwerp lady would wear her 
rich lace in the street, or allow her- 
self to appear in a cheap imitation. 
These rules still hold good, though 
there is less rigidity than formerly 
and young girls wear contrasts and 
their mammas’ designs in form and 
fabric which they would not have 
dreamed of ten years ago. The 
domestic and social habits, however, 
hold good, and are maintained as a 
matter of pride by the genuine ladies 
of Antwerp. 

One of these was only a child and 
would naturally have inherited a 
magnificent collection of lace, gath- 
ered and inherited by her mother.
